One thing that made 
the trials so successful was a 
low mortality rate of only two 
percent. 

But the most cutstanding re- 
sult of the tests was the feed 
conversion rate The sverage 
of the tests showed that every 
2.03 pounds of feed produced 
a pound of chicken. In fact, 
four of the 15 trials produced 
a pound of meat with less than 
two pounds of feed. 

Warren added that the car- 
cass was good, with 96.9 percent 
of the birds going grade A or 
better. He pointed out that the 
rations used in the trials con- 
tained three percent added fat 

Warren said some Alabama 
growers are getting good con- 
version rates too. These grow- 
ers are averaging between 2.10 
and 2.19 pounds of feed for 
each pound of mea‘ or between 
47.3 and 45:7 of meat for each

Aid To Needy Began 
Just 22 Years Ago 


Alabama’s present program 
of financial aid to the needy 
actually stemmed from the pas- 
sage of the Federal Social Se- 
curity Act.

cn August 27, 1953, just 13 days 
after the Federal law was sign- 
ed by the President. 

“Specific old age pension and 
aid to dependent children sta- 
tutes were adopted in early 
September, the machinery hav- 
ing been set in motion in mid- 
August,” the Commissioner ex- 
plained, adding that the first 
Federal funds for these two 
programs were received in this 
State early in 1936.

+ Among the occupations in which 
the worker’ come into contact with 
chromic acid are electro-plating, 
hotography, glass-frosting, rub- 
eeeanine: paper-hanging, manu- 
facture of electric batteries, 
purifying oils and acetylene, and 
etching on copper. 
+ Since the days of classical an- 
tiquity, masons have been known 
to suffer from eczema. But the 
role of chromates (chromic acid) 
in cement dermatitis has only re- 
cently been brought to light. It 
used to be assumed that cement 
caused dermatitis purely by virtue 
of its alkilinity. Patch-tests con- 
ducted on a group of masons has 
new shown that a considerable 
proportion of patients with cement 
dermatitis are sensitive to chrome. 
They may react to the crude ce- 
ment but not to cement which has 
been washed free of chromates. 
Cement contains a very small 
amount of chromates but the 
amount is sufficient, apparently, as 
in other instances, to cause local 
ulceration of the skin. If the con- 
tact continues, the ulcers burrow 
deeply.

covered, the chromates may cause 
separation of the nasal septum. 
New suggestions for the control 
of dermatitis from contact with 
metals include the use of non- 
specific barrier ointments based on 
silicones, and others incorporating 
dimercaprol. : 
In general, however, prevention 
demands a wider and sharper ob- 
servation of the uses to which cer- 
tain well-known sensitizing agents 
are put. The question whether 
chromates are essential in the 
more than fifty trades and house- 
hold areas in which they are used 
still remains to be answered, how.

Home Accidents In 


Alabama Reduced 


Montgomery— Home  acci- 
dents took fewer lives in Alaba- 
ma during June than in any 
previous month this year, Ac- 
cording to reports prepared by 
the State Health Department’s 
Bureau of Vital Statistics, 
home accidents totals for the 
first six months of the year 
are; January 50, February 43, 
March 65, April 48, May 36, and 
June 30. 

The reports show that deaths 
from all types of accidents 
numbered 159 in June. In ad- 
dition to the home total, there 
were 66 motor-vehicle, 18 work 
and 41 public non-motor-vehi- 
cle fatalities. Twenty seven of 
the latter were drownings, ten 
of which involved boats. There 
were four deaths attributed to 
undescribed accidents. 

The Health Department said 
that these figures are provis- 
ional and mey vary slightly 
when final figures are received, 


SPREAD BRUCELLOSIS 

A report from Germany vet- 
erinarians in the Journal of the 
American Veterinary Medical 
Association notes that an in- 
crease in brucellosis in hares 
was followed by a similar in- 
crease in the incidence of the 
disease in sheep in their coun- 
try. 

Currently the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and prac- 
ticing veterinarians are con- 
ducting a nationwide campaign 
to eradicate this disease in cat- 
tle. Brucellosis is the largest 
single cause of abortion in meat 
and dairy animaly the AVMA 
says.

FARMERS ASKED 
TO COOPERATE 
ON YOUTH HIRE 


BIRMINGHAM— With 
Gols opening all over 
Southeast, Sterling B. Williams, 
regional director of the U. S. 
Labor Department's Wage and 
Hour and Public Contracts Di- 
visions here, issued a request 
that farmers refuse to hire any 
children under 16 years of age 
when school is in session. 

“In most cases such employ- 
ment is absolutely prohibited 
by law”, he said, “and in all 
others it is equally as impor- 
tant to the child that he gain 
all the education possible to 
meet the work challenge he will 
face when he completes high 
school.” 

The Federal Wage-Hour law 
allows children to work in ag- 
ricultural employment when 
school is not in session in the 
district where the child lives, 
but stiff penalties for wilful 
violations can make intentional 
hiring of under -age children 
expensive, he pointed out. 

Cotton-picking is now under 
Way in many counties through- 
out the area. Other crops, such 
as peanuts, pecans, corn, are 
being harvested, or soon will be. 
“Some of this work”, he con- 
tinued, “is particularly suitable 
for young people because of 
their greater agility and ease in 
the. stooping and squatting re- 
quired for speedily picking cot- 
ton, shaking peanuts, or find- 
ing and sacking pecans. 

“But farmers who want to 
use children for these occupat- 
ions must arrange to employ 
them after school hours or on 
weekends”, Williams said, 
pointing out that in many sect- 
ions of Southeast there is a 
growing practice of adapting 
the harvest srops to the days 
or hours when srhool is not in 
session,

If disabled workers do not 
apply for the new social secur- 
ity disability benefit before the 
end of the year, they stand 
to lose some of their payments.

Scott explained that in Aug- 
ust the first monthly disability 
benefit checks were delivered 
countrywide to over 1€0,000 per- 
sons 50 to 65 years of ace. The 
amount of their benefit checks 
depends upon the workers’ past 
€arn.ngs and are the same a- 
mount as they would _ receive 
at retirement age. All those re- 
ceiving payments are so sevre- 
ly disabled that they cannot do 
any substantial work, but had 
worked under social security 
during at least 5 of the 10 
years and 1 34 of the 3 years 
immediately before becoming 
disabled. 

Anyone 50 to 65 years of age 
who meets the above require- 
ments but who has not yet 
made application for their dis- 
ability benefits should do so 
now, Scott said.

BLOAT EN COW 

Non-cancerous tumors grow- 
ing above the esophageal groo- 
ve in a cow apparently caused 
her to bloat, the Journal of the 
American Veterinary Medica]

from her rumen and bloating 
resulted. When a veterinarian 
removed the tumors surgically, 
the bloat condition was reliev- 
ed and has not occurred since 
the operation.
